Memories of Lafayette and the arrival | 


of French aid in the Revolution featured 
Baltimore’s welcome. to Clemenceau on 
his arrival in that city from 8t. Louis 
this morning. Escorted .by a squadron 
from the Third Cavalry, France’s war- 
time Premier was driven through Balti- 
more streets along the same route that 
Lafayette passed when he returned 
there in 1824. His greeting from 
crowd was a repetition of enthusiasm of 
other cities he has. visited during his 
mission to this country. 

It was like a family gathering in the 
intimacy of the small hall of the Mary- 
land Historical Society’s building, and in 
his reply to welcomes from Governor 
Ritchie of Maryland and Mayor Broen- 
ing, Clemenceau spoke of the “ ro- 
mance ”’ between this and his own coun- 
try. He wes introduced by Judge Henry 
Stockbridge, President of the society. 

Clemenceau said in part: 

“tT am nothing but a private citizen 
who did, in the hard times of war, no 
more than his duty. But from the feel- 
ing that brings us today together, I as- 
sure you reasoning is a& great power. I 
think it is the faculty that leads the 
world, and I would say of the reason- 
ing faculties feeling is the best part. 
What did Lafayette do when he came 
here? He bore to you the spirit of 
France. Ho brought their feelings to 
you. When he left for the first time the 
French people did not know they were 
going to have 2 great revolution a few 
years afterward, that they called all the 
world to be free, and they went by in- 
stinct that that far-distant people would 
raise a flag of independence and free- 
dom and of equal rights for all. He bore 
that spirit here, and it was because he 
found the same spirit among you. 

“tt is because you took the lead of 
the people that cfiled ‘the world to lib- 
eration that something has been founded 
in this State and all through the United 
States, even in the States that were, at 


time, nothing but deserts. It was 
4 kind of feeling which was deeper, 
stronger, more vivid, more energetic 
than anything that I.or the people of 
the world have ever heard of.

PRESIDENT OFFERS 
A REDUCED BUDGET; 
SEES 1924 SURPLUS 


Tells Congress the Deficit for 
1923 Has Been Cut to 
$273,938,712. 


RECEIPTS AT $3,429,862,959 


Expenditures Put at $3,703,- 
801,671, but Difference May 
Yet Be Wiped Out. 


LIMIT OF ECONOMIES NEAR 


Harding Sees Little Opportunity for 
Further Important Reductions 
In Government Costs.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 4.—President 
Harding sent to Congress today ‘the 
budget for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1924, and in his message gave in 
considerable detail the history of: Gov- 
ernment financing for 1928. j 

Estimated receipts for 1924 were 
placed at $3,361,813,359 and estimated 
expenditures at $3,180,843,234, showing 
& prospective excdss of receipts over ex-, 
penditures of $180,969,125. 

One of the most striking features of 
the President’s message was found in 
his statement concerning the Govern- 
ment finances for the fiscal year 1923. 
At one time it had been estimated that 
there would be a deficit at the close of 
the present fiscal year of -$697,433,231, 
but today the President said revised 
figures indicated a prospective deficit 
of only $273,988,712, and he expressed 
the hope that by June 30 ways and 
means would be found to wipe out this 
prospective deficit and balance the na- 
tional budget. 

President Harding explained this cut 
of more than 50 per cent. In the pros- 
pective deficit as Aue to the stimulation 
in the collection of ordinary receipts, 
aided by an increase in the customs 
revenues. 

As things shape up at this time, the 
estimated receipts for the fiscal year 
1923 are placed ‘at $3,429,862,959, and 
the estimated expenditures at $3,703,801,- 
671. It is a much more optimistic pic-\ 
ture than that presented last July, 68 
pecially in view of the fact that esti- 
mates for the following fiscal year 
(1924) indicate a substantial surplus of 
$180,969,125. It had been pretty gén- 
erally understood here Iately that a 
huge reduction of the estimated deficit 
would be shown, and all expectations 
were met, while indications are that by 
June 30, next, means will be found to 
balance the budget. The President’s 
message, therefore, had a very quieting 
effect upon alarmists. 


Discusses Further Cuts. 


Interest was shown in the President’s 
discussion of ways and means to reduce 
expenditures during the fiscal year 1924 
so that an even more favorable balance 
could be shown and thought be givepr-to 
relieving the tax burdens. In this con- 
nection the President asserted that ap- 
proximately two8hirds of the estimate 
of expenditures for 1924 were for fixed 
charges such as Interest on the public 
debt, which alone will amount to $950,- 
000,000. : 

While a relatively small saving migh 
be made, the President said, in the 
adoption of further economies in the 
administrative branches of the Govern- 
ment, such saving could not be expected 
materially to reduce tax burdens. 

There was, however, sald Mr, Harding, 
another field of Government operation 
which might be discussed with profit 
to all. 

‘‘T refer,” he explained, “‘ to expendi- 
tures which are being made from appro- 
priations for Federal afd in lines of re- 
search, improvement and development 
which.” while having no direct connec- 
tion with the operations of the business 
of the Government, have grown to be- 
come a recognized part of its activities, - 
It is not easy, therefore, to divorce 
from our minds the fact that consider- 
able of the moneys appropriated for the 
Government are spent for those things 
which do not pertain to the normal 
functioris or operations of the business 
of Government. 

‘There is question as to how far the 
Government should participate in these 
extraneous activities, and I am frank 
to say that an answer to the question 
as to whether we can look forward to 
any further matefiat reduction in the 
expenditures of the Government in fu- 
ture years depends largely upon whether 
or not there will be a curtailment or ex- 
pansion of these activities, which have 
already added. greatly to the annual 
drafts upon the Treasury of the United 
These extrangous activities have 
flowed from the laws enacted pursuant 
to popular demand, and I take this oc- 
casion to refer to them for the purpose 
of showing that the taxation which nec- 
essarily results in providing funds ‘to 
meet them fs a necessary incident to the 
fulfillment of the popular demand. 

‘‘In the efforts which have been di- 
rected to reducing public expenditures, 
I have been much concerned in appar- 
ent increasing State, county and mu- 
nicipal indebtedness, and I am fearful 
lest this condition may be in part at- 
tributable to the expenditures made by 
the Government pursuant to its Fed-. 
eral-aid laws, as many of these laws — 
require State contrtbutions as a pre-. 
requisite to the extension of the Fed-— 
eral ald. Certainly an expression by

In the budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 80, 1923, transmitted to 
Pinca cag Dec. 5, 1921, the estimated 
receipts for the fiscal year 1922 were

thirds of the. estimated expenditures, 
leaving approximately one billion Serr 
lars subject to administrative control. 

The foregoing does not include ex- 
penditures for the Postal Service and 
the Post Office Department pavante 
from postal revenues. Such expen¢ - 
tures for the fiscal year 1922 were 
$545,668,532.28, a deficiency of $64,- 
346,234.52. payable from ordinary re- 
ceipts, being included in the ordinary 
expenditures for 1922 hereinbefore 
mentioned. The estimated expenditures 
from postal revenues during 1923 are 
6559,996.841.69, an estimated deficiency 
of $31,502,570.76 being tncluded in the 
#stimated ordinary expenditures for 
1923. The estimated expenditures from 
nostal revenues for 1924 are $584,653,- 
151.50, and it is estimated that through 
proper readjustments there will be a 
surplus of postal revenues over ex- 
penditurés amounting to $952,439.56 for 
that year. 


. Holds Outlook Encouraging. 


That we approach the commence- 
ment of the fiscal year 1924 with an 
¢stimated surplus. for that year of 
180,969,125 is certainly most encour- 
aging. While I am hopeful that there 
will be no deficit inthe current fiscal 
vear, 1923, if such a deficit does occur, 
this surplus for 1924 will give a mar- 
gin to take care of it.

duced to about $4,500,000,000 on June 
30, 1922, and up to Nov. 15, 1922, this 


,amount had been further reduced to 


approximately $3,000,000,000, These 
refunding operations have involved 
the issue on Oct. 16, 1922, of approxi- 
mately $750,000,000 long-term bonds 
and the issue of Treasury notes ag- 
gregatin $2,743,384,000 maturing as 
follows: $701,897,700 during 1924, $936,- 
727,700 during 1925, and $1,104,708,660 
during 1926. These refunding opera- 
tions are carried on for the purpose 
of changing the maturity date of pub- 
lic debt obligations and thus avoid 
the necessity for meetin obligations 
of many Dillions of dollars at one 
time. The resulting distribution. of 
maturities does not indicate a reduc- 
tion in the total of such obligations. 

We now come to the estimates of ap- 
propriations for 1924, amounting to 
$3,078,940,331.69. This is $195,298,359.14 
less than the appropriation already 
made for the current fiscal year, 1923. 
Early in July I called together in open 
meeting for the third time the execu- 
tives constituting the business estab- 
lishment of the Government, and at 
that time further emphasized the need 
of more rigid economy in the expendi- 
ture of public funds. I stated that the 
estimated receipts for the fiscal year 
1924 would not permit so liberal ap- 
propriations for that year as had been 
made for the current fiscal year, 1923. 
The preparation *of the estimates of 
appropriations as they appear in the 
budget was controlled by this policy. 
While it may be possible to make a 
small reduction in an item here and 
there, any material reduction will 
necessitate a change in the adminis- 
trative policy upon which estimates of 
appropriations for the fiscal year 1924 
are based. ?

_ Under nonfunctional appropriations 
is carried a total of $1,355,720,602, 
which includes $36,187,059 for refunds, 
losses, contingencies, and miscella- 
neous; $845,097,000 for public debt re- 
tirements payable from ordinary re- 
ceipts; $950,000,000 for interest on the 
public debt, and $24,486,543 for -dis- 
bursement of trust funds. 

It seems appropriate here to con- 
sider the course of the retrenchment 
policy of the. Government since the 
iscal year ending June 20, 1919, the 
year in which the armistice was 
signed. Exelusive of expenditures 
made in the reduction of the public 
debt, the total expenditures for the 
fiscal ear endin June 30, 1920, 
were $6,403,348,841.21. The expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1921, including $422,281,500 on ac- 
count of reduction of the public debt 
payable from ordinary receipts, under 
the new cumulative sinking fund, were 
$5,538,209,189.30. This was further re- 
duced for the fiscal yedr ending June 
80, 1922, to §3,795,802,499.84. As 
have previously stated, the estimated 
expenditures for 1928 are $3,703,801,- 
671, while the budget for 1924 esti- 
mates the expenditures at $3,180,843, - 
284 for that year. These figures show 
a: most satisfactory reduction in the 
expenditure of public moneys .since 


Can there be a reasonable expecta- 
tion for further considerable reduction 
in governmental expenditures in the 
near future? This question is no doubt 
upon the lips of many. The burden 
of taxation caused by the World War 
has borne heavily upon us all, and it 
has been the earnest desire of the 
Government to reduce this burden to 
the minimum consistent with a proper 
functioning of the Federal services. 
We have seen, however, that approxi- 
mately two-thirds of ‘he taxescol- 
lected to pay certain fixed chafges, 
over the expenditure of which there 
can be exercised little or no adminis- 
rative control. Tho Interest on the 
public debt, the chief .of the fixed 
chareen. must be paid. This will be 
$960,000,000 for the fiscal year 1924, 
constituting nearly one-third of the 
total expenditures of the Government. 
Among these are also certain perma- 
ment and indefinite appropriations for 
various purposes and certain large an- 
nual appropriations sanctioned by law 
and by public opinion. 


Chances for Retrenchment. 


After deducting these items there Is 
left, as has been shown, approximate- 
ly only $1,000,000,000, out eof which 
these normal operating expenses of the 
Governenent must be paid. It is against 


this group of expenditures that the 
retrenchment policy of the Govern- 
ment has been directed. Never before 
in our financial history has there been 
such close scrutiny on the part of both 
the Executive and the Congress of 
eyery itam which contemplates expen- 

res for the support of the Govern- 

t. Not only have the department 
themselves set up agencies of contro 
both in the preparation of their esti- 
mates and over their expenditures, but 
the pressure of the Executive has been 
directed toward effecting economies in

A reduction in expenditures would 
undoubtedly result from a reorganiza-

penditure—which may bé discussed 
with profit to us all. I refer to ex- 
penditures which are being made from 
appropriations for Federal aid in lines 
of research, improvement, and de- 
velopment. which, while having no di- 
rect connection with the operations of 
the business ‘of Government, have 
grown to become a recognized part of 
its activities. It is not easy, there- 
fore, to divorce from our minds the 
fact that considerable of the moneys 
appropriated, for the Government are 
spent for those things which do not 
pertain to the normal functions or 
operations of the business of Govern- 
ment. There is question as to how 
far the Government should participate 
in these extraneous activities, and I 
am frank to say that an answgr to 
the question as to whether we can 
look forward to any further material 
reduction in the expenditures of the 
Government in future years depends 
largely upon whether or not there will 
be a curtailment or expansion of these 
activities, which have already added 
greatly to the annual drafts upon the 
Treasury of the United States. ‘These 
extraneous activities have flowed from 
the laws enacted pursuant to popular 
demand, and 1 take this occasion to 
refer to them for the purpose of show- 
ing that the taxation which necessar- 
ily results in providin, funds to meet 
them. is a necessary incident to the 
fulfillment of the popular demand, 

In the efforts which have been. dl- 
rected to reducing public expenditures, 
I have been much coneerned in appar- 
ent increasing State, county and mu- 
nicipal indebtedness, and am fear- 
ful lest this condition may be in part 
attributable to the expenditures made 
by the Government pursuant to its 
Federal-aid laws, as many of these 
laws require State contributions as a 
prerequisite to the extension of the 
Federal aid. Certainly an expression 
by the Government that it is willing 
to bear a proportionate part of the 
cost of certain aid work is an incen- 
tive to the States to contribute their 
share, and it is only natural that 
this should lead to the’ increasing 
State, county and municipal indebted- 
ness. 

adapting its procedure to the 
needs of the new budget system, I 
fully realize the far-reaching changes 
which Congress made in its organ- 
ization. While the budget bill was 
pending, the House, in anticipation 
of its final enactment, changed its 
rules, in order to centralize authority 
and responsibility over appropriation 
measures, and, further, when the 
President last year transmitted the 
budget, prepared according to the 
form and contents of the old Book of 
Estimates, and,;an alternative budget, 
propared according to a logical group- 
ng of governmental services, the 
House forthwith adopted the alterna- 
tive budget and changed the form of 
the appropriation bills to conform. to 
the chapters of such alternative 
budget. This was a change of far- 
reaching importance. Following the 
action of the House, the Senate re- 
organized its committee system. for 
the consideration of appropriation 
bills, centralizing authority and re- 
sponsibility in its Committee on Ap- 
propriations, 

The President has received from 
Congress ‘during this formative period 
of the budget system the most hearty 
co-operation at all times. Many con- 
ferences with the Appropriations 
Committees of the House and Senate 
were necessary in order to establish 
the form of the budget. We were 
working in virgin soil, establishin 
new methods of financial procedure. 
an glad to say that no important step 
has been taken by the Executive, even 
though the matter involved might be 
of purely executive concern, without 
first discussing the matter with your 
Appropriations Committees, and I de- 
sire to express my appreciation of the 
helpful spirit always evidenced by 
them whenever we had occasion to 
come together for the mutual consid- 
eration of questions of budgetary prin- 
ciple or procedure. I may say without 
fear of exaggeration that we have been 
during the last two years colaborers 
in the greatest reform in our financial 
history.

jurisdiction over such matters. 

The Department of Justice has had the 
conduct of the ‘so-called Ku Klux} 
Klan ’’ before it for more than a year, 
Mr. Daugherty said, but has not been 
able to find a single case which would 
bring the organization within the jurtfs-| 
diction of the Federal Government. He | 
assured Senator Walsh that if any such | 
case arose, the Government would pro- | 
ceed to vigorously prosecute the of-| 
fending: organization or individuals. 

Senator Walsh wrote the Attorney) 
General last week enclosing letters re-| 
ceived from two correzpondents, one 
urging that the Federal Government | 
proceed against the Klan under ‘Section } 
19 of the Penal Code making it a viola- | 
tion of Jaw ror any persons to conspire 
to deprive any person of certain rights} 
guaranteed under the Federal Constitu- | 
tion and the other detailing a number} 
of outrages alleged to have been com-|} 
mitted in Texas under the direction of | 
the Klan. | 

Mr, Daugherty, in acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the correspondence, said: ' | 

** I have not been able to find a single | 
set of facts which come within ‘the four | 
corners of Section 19 of the Penal Code} 
as interpreted by the courts. | 

“* Casual examination of the cases un- | 
der this section will demonstrate this. | 
Che rights and privileges referred to in|

“Your correspondent who thinks that | 
the activity of the Ku Klux Klan falls 
within the policy of the prosecution of

“Tf any of the acts enumerated in 
this section are committed by two or 
more persons or by a group of indi- 
viduals, then you may apply Section 500 
of the penal law, which provides, among 
other things: 

“<Tf two or more persons conspire 
(1) to commit a crime or * * * (6) 
to commit any act injurious to the pub- 
lic health, to public morals or to trade 
or commerce, or for the perversion or} 
obstruction of justice or of the due} 
administration of the law, each of them 
is guilty of a misdemeanor.’

Harly yesterday morning two lorries 
filled with troops set out from West 
Cork in an effort to locate them, but the 
entrenched in strong posi- 
tions on the Drimoleague Road, poured 
volleys of rifle fire into the party. A 
Sergeant of the National Army was 
wounded and died almost immediately. 
For some time the troops kept up an

**My attention is called to a serio- 
eomic work of fiction, entitled ‘ Daugh- 
erty on Other People’s Reputations,’ 
published by the Attorney General in 
this morning's papers. 

“Never having myself been a legis- 
lative lobbyist or the head of a great 
corporation requiring that brand of 
service, I deny the competence of the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.-The House 
Judiciary Committee decided today to 
begin hearings next week, Tuesday, on 
the impeachment charges against Attor- 
ney General Daugherty. The decision 
was reached after an acrimonious de-~ 


bate between Chairman Volstead and, 
Representative Keller, who offered the 
charges, as to the necessity'of having 
power from the House to subpoena wit- 
nesses. The accuser demanded that this 
power be obtained before the hearing 
was started, and accordingly Mr. Vol- 
stead offered a resolution upon the con- | 
vening of the House in the regular ses- ! 
sion. The resolution, which authorized 
the committee to send for all papers and | 
persons that it needed, was passed with- 
out division. 

Among the witnesses whom Represen- 
tative Keller purposes to have sum- 
moned are Chief Justice Taft, former 
Attorney General George W. Wicker- 
sham, Samuel Gompers and Guy Oyster, 
Mr. Gompers's Secretary. 

The dispute between Chairman Vol- 
stead and Representative Keller started 

as soon as the committee met. Mr. 
Keller said that he and his lawyer, Jack- 
son H. Ralston, would not proceed until 
the committee had received authority 
from the House to subpoena witnesses. 
He argued that important witnesses 
would not appear unless summoned by 
the Sergeant at Arms. 

Chairman Volstead said that the com- 
mittee had power to summon_witnesses 
and that Attorney General Daugherty 
had expressed a willingness to furnish 

all papers desired. He said that the 
committee felt it proper to hold a pre- 
liminary hearing to determine whether 

epresentative Keller has prima facie 
evidence for an impeachment proceeding. 

In explaining why the accusers op- 
| posed going ahead without authority

“CLASS PREJUDICE APPEAL” 


Mellon Declares Internal Revenue 


Bureau Is Administering the © 
Law With Impartiality.

WASHINGTON, Dec.  4,.—Secretary 
Mellon made public tonight a reply to 
charges made agatnst him by Governor 
Blaine of Wisconsin, at the conference 
on Saturday of radicals and progres- 
sives, who assembled here at the call 
of Senator La Follette. 

Governor Blaine had intimated that 
Secretary Melion lacked the desfre to 
enforce the tax laws where the rich 
were concerned. In his statement, Mr. 
Mellon charged that Governor Blaine 


was making an ppeet to class preju- 
dice in a selfish effort to obtain politi- 
cal capital. 

Secretary Mellon’s statement follows: 

“‘I wish to call attention to state- 
ments made by Governor Blaine of Wis- 
consin, on Saturday, at the open forum 
of the group called by Senator La Fol- 
lette. he press report, which I have 
read, is as follows: 

“** Governor Blaine’s speech was 
largely an attack on Secretary Mellon 
for his recent statements in Ietters to 
Ropresentative Frear of Wisconsin, that 
the Government could not reach the-un- 
distributed surplus of corporations 
which was the basis of stock dividends. 
In part, the Governor sald: 

‘““* What Mr. Mellon meant when he 
said that the Government can not col- 
lect taxes due from incomes and sur- 
taxes on excess profits was that what 
the profiteers and the millionaires do to 
escape the income and surtaxes is to 
make false returns, sometimes through 
ae re fh gee but often through 
fraud and deceit, or by legal advice and 
tricks of the trade, legally cheat the 
Government. 

‘““* But suppose Mr. Mellon would 
scourge the profiteer and the millionaire

lesser criminals? Suppose he would 
really try to collect the taxes assessed 
on the rich?

twelve months’ period. 

“To produce ga monthly tonnage of a 
million and a quarter net of s | 





ping requires the passage of only ten 
vessels a day. This is only a fraction 
of the business the canal is capable of 
handling. It is now operated only dur- 
ing daylight, and during these ye 
does only half the business it might 4o. 
The waterway is fully lighted and when- 
ever traffic requires it, operation by 
night is entirely feasible. The canal as 
now constituted can accommodate four 
times its present volume of traffic. 

‘“‘T am told that Mr. -Bunau-Varilla 
has renewed his advocacy of the neces- 
sity of a sea-level canal. Engineers of 
high standing doubt the possibility of 
constructing and maintaining a sea-} 
level canal at Panama, but whether a} 
sea-level waterway across the Isthmus) 
is possible or not, it is not necessary, | 
and, if possible, it would probably be no} 
more efficient than the present canal. | 
The traffic capacity of the existing 
canal can readily be Ae MB when the} 
need for an increase comes, by adding} 
another series of. locks, converting the! 
present twin locks into triple locks, and} 
the additional water supply for the In-} 
creased traffic and the larger number} 
of lockages can easily be secured by the! 
comstruction of a dam at Allahuela} 
across the Chagres River a few miles/| 
above the place where the river enters| 
yatun Lake. The Allahuela dam would | 
impound the waters of the upper} 
Chagres basin and the waters so stored | 
could be added to the Gatun reservoir | 
during the Winter months, when there 1s 
but. little rain. { 

“It is a mistake to assume that the | 
passage of the six locks increases the | 
time taken by a vessel in making the 
transit from ocean to ocean. I’ have 
just made the trip through the canal on 
the Santa Elisa of the Grace Line. The | 
time from anchorage at the port of Bal- | 
boa to the pier at Colon was six hours | 
and ten minutes. The passage of the | 
six locks required two hours and nine- | 
teen minutes. In a tide level canal the 
usual speed could not average over 
six miles an hour and the minimum time 
of transit would be at least seven hours. | 
The transit of the tide level Suez Canal | 
requires fourteen to sixteen hours. It | 
is about twice the length of the Panama | 
Canal and two small lakes constitute | 
part of the waterway. 

‘“‘T was favorably impressed hy tha 
business-like efficiency evident in the| 
management of the Panama Canal. Its | 
operation as well as its construction 
reflect credit upon the ability of the 
Government to do large things success- 
fully when politics is not permitted to 
yr aad the actions of responsible offi- 
cials.”’ 


WOULD CENSOR FILMS, 
GIVE BAD BOOKS AWAY 


Spaeth Says Pictures, Not Printed 
Words, Can Corrapt 
Youth. 








Censorship of motion pictures but not 
of books was advocated by Dr. J. Dun- 
can Spaeth, Professor of English at 
Princeton University, in a lecture be- 
fore the League for Political Education 
at the Town Hall yesterday morning. 

“There is all the difference in the 
world between the book and the motion | 
picture,’’ he said. ‘' I wouldn’t censor 
any books. I wouldn’t allow books 
which I considered indecent or lascivious 
to be sold, I would give them away, 
for that would stop a good many from 
reading them. 

‘It requires experience to {nterpret 
literature. A boy can leok up the words 
‘father,’ ‘mother’ or ‘love’ in the 
dictionary, but he will never know their 


meanings except through experience. 
Every dictionary gives a different mean- 


ng. 

Tl would.let my children read through 
every word of Shakespeare or the Bible, , 
unexpurgated, but if I were reading the 
Bible to you today, or Othello, I would ; 
surely expurgate some passages. 

“Pictures create new experiences, 
making it simple for the spectator to 
grasp everything he sees. I would let 
my children read ‘ Jurgen,’ which the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice at- 
tempted to suppress, for all they would 
get out of it is a lot of fun from the 
queer named mentioned in the book. 

‘But that is not true of moving pic- 
tures which are so close to life and 
the things we see all the time. 
that -public opinion ought to control 
this whole matter of the moving’ pic- 
ture because It touches the life of the 
growing. generation and brings about | 
new experiences in a way in which 
nothing élse does."’ ¢

‘DEATH DINNER’ HOST 
DIES AS EXPECTED 


G. P. Evans, Who Gave Farewell 
Party When End Was Near, 
Succumbs to Consumption. 


HAD BEEN .GASSED IN WAR 


“Stay Till | Have Gone,” His 


Last Request to Visiting 
Friends.

EAST ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 4.—George 
Percy Evans, soldier in the war, who, 
when-he learned that he had only a few 
weeks to live, gave a dinner to boyhood 
friends in October, died here early this 
morning at his home, 478 Main Street. 

Evans served with the 502d Engineers 
in France and was badly gassed. He 
returned to his country an invalid And 
developed consumption. As he became 
worse, his friends, with whom he had 
gone to school and grown up, used to 
drop in to help him pass the time, for 
he had no relatives except a brother. 
On Oct. 26 he gave a dinner for them at 
the Washington Society Club, at which 
they joked about their boyhood days, 
sang War songs and told stories. Evans, 
who had got out of bed for the first 
time in weeks to attend the dinner, even 
made a short speech, telling of his grat- 
itude for their friendship. 

Sunday night there were a number of 
friends in his room, and at 10 o'clock 
they prepared to go home. 

‘* Pon't leave me, boys,’’ said Evans. 
““I don’t think I will last long. Stay 
till I have gone.’ 

They did so, and Evans, who had 
grown steadily weaker, died soon after 
midnight, holding the hands of two of 
them. 

While Evans was talking at the dinner 
the bells in the Church of Our Lady 
Help of Christians, which was Evans's 
church, began to ring, and he said that 
it wouldn’t be long before the bells rang 
for him. Funeral services will be held 


for him in the chureh on Wednesday |* 


morning. 
Evans had made all the arrangements

Question of Russian Navy Raised. 


The Temps tonight devotes its princi- 
pal article to the subject and after a 
detailed discussion of what has been 
done by Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States in the way of meeting 
the treaty stipulations draws into the 
argument the possibility of Russia tak- 
ing part in the Dardanelles discussion 
at Lausanne. The paper says: 

‘Russia has te as a naval 
power and the English are so conscious 
of the fact that they have massed a 
great fleet in the Straits. Is it wise to 
ratify the Washington treaty and put 
it in force while there is no limitation 
on the naval armaments of Russia? 
Will, not these armaments become a 
causd or pretext for many departures 
from the treaty? and if the question of 
the Straits is decided against the wishes 
of Russia then Russian naval arma- 
ment will become a certainty. 

“The situation is embarrassing, and 
we can see only two solutions: either the 
treaty must be ratified with a reserva- 
tion as to the direct or indirect conse- 
quences resulting from the reconstruc- 
tion of the Russian fleet—that would 
amount to a declaration that the treaty 
of Washington does not strictly bind the 
European powers and Japan, but only 
the United States-—or it must be recog- 
nized that all naval limitation is in vain 
if it does not include Russia and the 
Washington program but be abandoned 
while larger treaties, including Russia, 
are negotiated.

SWISS SOCIALISTS AMAZED. 


Defeat of Capital Levy Causes 
Move to Limit Plebiscites. 


BERNE, Dec. 4 (Associated Press).— 
Both supporters and opponents of the 
measure calling for a levy upon Swiss 
capital for governmental purposes were 
surprised by the outcome of the plebis- 
cite yesterday, which resulted in the de- 
feat of the proposition with a vote of 
only 108,000 in the affirmative and 730,- 


000 against. 

Such an overwhelming majority haa 
never been registered before on any 
proposal put to a vote in this country. 
The Socialists counted on receiving be- 
tween 200,000 and 300,000 votes for their 
plan, but it received only 23,000 more 
votes than the number of signatures 
collected for demanding the plebiscite. 

The proposal was voiced today that 
the number of of signatures sufficient to 
obtain a plebiscite be raised to 100,000, 
instead of the 50,000 new needful, with 
a view to discouraging plebiscites on 
questions where the preponderance of 
opinion is one-sided,

Pound of New York. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that severaF changes are being 
made in the membership of the United 
States Supreme Court, it seems but just 
and right ‘that the great State of New 
York should be strongly represented in 
thaz body. In point, I now name Cuth- 
bert W. Pound of Lockport, N. Y., 2 
member of the Court of Appeals, for 
that’ position. . 

In his favor.is age, judicial tempera- 
ment, education, scholarship, experi- 
ence in long service, nobility of char- 
acter and eminence in accomplishment. 
He is 58 years old, a graduate of Cor- 
nell University and later a teacher for 
years of the law in that institution, Cor- 
poration’ Counsel of Lockport, State 
Senator in 1894 and 1895, legal adviser 
of Governor Higgins and long in ser- 
vice as a Justice of the Supreme Court 
and as an Associate Judge of the Court 
of Appeals. In that court he is eminent 
and his ability and exceptional knowl- 
edge are fully conceded, and let me add 
that that court, headed by Chief Judge 
Hiscock, in my judgment, was never 
stronger and more effective in service 
than/at the present day. 

In my life of over fifty-eight years at 
the bar of the State I have known much 
of that great court as well as of the 
courts of the State. Judge Pound is a 
rar® companion as well as a rare jurist, 
and it has been claimed that sound judg- 


}ment and happiness prevail wherever 


he fs present. He is large in person as 
well as in mind, in the prime of life and 
strength, and with his abundant white 
hair. and in his robes of office, in the 
Court of Appeals, he strikingly resem- 
bles Judge Samuel Nelson of Coopers- 
town, N. Y., of long services, a dis- 
tinguished Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

My first meeting with Judge Pound 
was in January, 1894, when he entered 
the State Senate for the sessions of 
1894 and 1895. He was then 29 years 
old, and among his assignments was the 
Judiciary Committe2, one of the most 
important of that body and usually heav- 


| ily loaded with bills and requiring hard 


work on the part of the members to 
We on that, com- 
mittee were not long in discovering that 
Senator Pound was exceptional in his 
large knowledge of the law; in fact, a 
legal encyclopedia, and of tireless en- 
ergy, and, naturally, was one of the 
most valuable members of the com- 
mittee.

‘“*The great defect of gold money, as you 
j}all know, {ts {tts lack of stability in value. 
| Men have tried many other commodities, in- 
cluding silver, iron, copper and tobacco. But 
| gold has finally been selected fn most civi- 
lized countries as being, of all commodities, 
the least unstable in value. Its lack of 
stability does not have to be proved. We 
| have seen during the last eight years a most 
spectacular illustration of Its instability.’’ 

It is the more remarkable that such a 
| Statement as this should be made at a time 
| when the stability of gold is about the only 
hope the @orld has of restoring a rational 
relation between income and outgo. The 
Dean says that gold is a commodity. It is 
| precisely because it is not a commodity in 


the sense that other articles are that it has 
become the medium of interchange between 
all other commodities. The stable value of 
an ounce of gold is the sheet anchor of 
clyilization, as European countries are vividly 
demonstrating from day to day.

BROCKTON, Mass., Dee. 4.—The will 
of Mrs. Alice Tobey Jonés of Wareham, 
Mass., was adniltted today to probate 
in the Probate Court of Plymouth 
County, at Brockton. Mrs. Jones was 
the last of a long line of Plymouth 
County residents, starting with the 
famous .Pilgrim chronicler, Governor 
Bradford. Her only living relative is 
William Bradford Waterman of Au- 
gusta, Me. She left-a husband, John 
Hall Jones, but no children. 

The amount disposed of by the will is 
estimated at $2,500,000, all of which, ex- 
cept a $50,000 bequest to her husband, 


is divided into .various trusts. Bleven 
different trusts,- disposing of $455,000, 
are formed in thé first part of thé will, 
of bums varying from $25,000 to $250,000, 
and the income is given for life to four- 
teen friends. 

On the death of each beneficlary the 


j principal goes to the Bide-A-Wee Home 
| Association, Inc., of New York City, to 


constitute a fund to be Known as the 
Alice Tobey Jones Fund, the income 
to be used for the general purposes of 
the association. 

Another series of twenty-two trusts is 
hen provided by the will, disposing. of 
the income of $258,750 for life to twenty- 
four friends,.including eight family ser- 
vants, on whose death tha principal 
goes to the Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruélty to Animals, 
td constitute a fund. to be called the 
Alice Tobey Jones Fund, the income 
of which shall be devoted to the general 
purposes of the society. 

Then follows a trust of $250,000, the 
income of which shall be used to main- 
tain the Tobey homegtead, which has 
been open for more than a_ hundred 
P. Clark, a friend of many years’ 
so that they and four- other 
men friends may at all times be lodged 
and fed free from expense. On thé 
death of Mr. Jones and Mr, Clark the 
Tobey honiestead is to be converted into 
a hospital, endowed with the last $250,- 
000 and the entire residue of her estate, 
amounting to about $1,000,000.

Officials Learn Accused Slayer.

_TO BE ARRAIGNED THURSDAY 


Court to Appoint Counsel for 
Husband Charged With Bronx 
Ash Pit Killing. 


NORKIN CASE TO GRAND JURY 


District Attorney WIIl Seek Indict- 
ment of Man Who Admits 
Witnessing Murder. 


The week atfer Abraham Becker is 
alleged to have struck his wife on the 
head with an fron bar and buried her 
alive, he sold his automobile, and the 
details of the transaction indicates that 
he sold it to raise $100 in ready money 
to pay Reuben Norkin, his confessed 
accomplice, according to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Albert Cohn of the Bronx. 

Mrs. Becker was murdered on April 7 
of this year, and on April 15 Becker 
sold his Dodge car to A. Nieremberg, a 
wall paper dealer of 986 Intervale Ave- 
nue, it was learned. The price was 
fixed at $800. Becker was allowed credit 
of $200 toward the purchase of a Stude- 
baker car, and there is reason to believe, 
according to Mr. Cohn, that the other 
$100 went to Norkin, who has insisted 
constantly that he took part in the crime 
only because he liked Becker. 

Becker was arraigned in the Bronx 
County Court yesterday on the charge of 
murder in the first degree, but Judge 
Gibbs declined to accept a plea from 
him because Becker was not represented 
by counsel. 

‘Have you any money to employ a 
lawyer? ’’ Judge Gibbs asked him. 

“‘ No,” said Becker, shaking his head. 


Judge Gibbs announced that he would 
appoint counsel for Becker and hear his 
lea on Thursday. The evidence against 
Norkin will be presented to the Grand 
Jury today. 


Body in Pit Eight Months. 


After a conference of medical exam- 
iners, Dr. Earl Kennard reported that 
the autopsy furnished no real proof that 
~ Mrs. Becker had been buried alive. The 
body, which had been in the ground 
eight months, was no longer in a condi- 
tion to indicate whether suffocation had 
been the cause of death. On the other 
hand, Dr. Kennard said that the wo- 
man might have lived for hours with 
the wound on her head, and might pos- 
sibly even have recovered, so that the 


chances are very strong that she died 
from lack of air after the body had 
been thrown into the pit and covered 
with dirt. : 

“There was only one wound,” said 
_ Dr. Kennard, ‘‘and it was not one 
which would be instantly fatah It was 
the stroke of a heavy blunt instrument 
behind the left ear, It fractured the 
skull, but did not break a piece out 
of it. The fracture was of the fissure 
type. A person might have lived several 
hours with such a wound. It is possi- 
“ble, but extremely unlikely, that a per- 
son so wounded would have recovered. 
If alive, when thrown into the pit, death 
would, of course, have followed within 
a few minutes after the body had been 
covered with dirt.’’ 

A new search was made yesterday of 
the vacant lot and repair yard at 140th 
Street and Southern’ Boulevard, where 
the murder and burial occurred. . De- 
tectives found a twenty-five-pound sec- 
tion of axle with which the crime may 
have been committed, and an eighteen- 
inch length of gas pipe, which also is 
held as evidence. 

Norkin, who said that he had seen 
Becker strike the blow which stunned 
his wife, was not sure whether the 
weapon was an iron bar or a pipe, The 
fracture of the skull behind the left ear 
tallies, according to Dr. Kennard, with 
Norkin’s description of the blow, which 
he said was delivered behind the left 
ear as Mrs. Becker bent over to listen 
to the motor of the automobile, which 
Was running badly. 


Letters From Victim’s Mother, 


Two letters» received by the Bronx 
County prosecutor yesterday were writ- 
ten months ago by Mrs. David Kabritz, 
mother of Mrs. Becker. She lives in 
London and had corresponded regularly 


with her daughter until last April. 
When letters from her daughter stopped 
she wrote to friends of Mrs. Becker | 
begging them to investigate, and de- 
nouncing Becker. After the question of 
care of the children arose, Mrs. Hedwig 
Hoepfel, an investigator of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, wrote to the 
mother and received the following reply, 
dated Sept. 5 

‘“* Dear Madam—I received your ietter, 
but am very sorry to let you know that 
we have not heard of Jennie Becker for 
the last six months. We kept on writ- 
ing, but got no answer from her or her 
husband. I don’t think she is in. Lon- 
don. She has nobody to go to but. her 
mother. I am very eeorry for her chil- 
dren as I am a poor widow myself.’’ 

The second letter from Mrs. Karbritz, 
under date of Oct. 24. was as follows: 

““To My Deer Friend: I received your 
letter. was very heartbroken over | 
the letter you sent me, that my daughter | 
{fs still missing. My dear friend, God 
knows what her husband done to her— |} 
if she would have only let us. know] 
where she is, but I don’t think e| 
would run away from her children, “as | 
she loved them. He always ill-treated | 
her, but she stuck to him. He also lived | 
with a different woman, and had a} 
child by that woman, but then went | 
back to Jennie. 

‘‘ She also wrote to me that she hardly 
made a living out of his earnings. 
Please try and ree the boys [evidently 
meaning Mrs. Becker’s children } and try | 
and get something out of them. Maybe} 
they know something. _I reckon that} 
the nicht they wére. by you and went 
home he must have done something to} 
her. I am sending -two letters to the} 
head office of the police, and I am} 
sending you her photograph. I beg of 
you to find out something and then let 
him suffer as he has made my daugh- 
ter suffer, and her children suffer—the 
dirty dog. I have no more to write.” 

Mr. Cohn safd that later this week he 
would begin an investigation of the sus- 
picion that Norkin may. have been con- 
nected in some way with the ey oe 
ance several years ago of annie 
Bloom, a .Bronx girl who had worked 
for Norkin and who droppeéd suddenly | 
out of sight. j

Permanent settlement of the contro- 
versy between the rival building la- 
borers’ unions, which threatened to em- 
broil 125,000 building craftsmen and tie 
up construction, was effected yesterday 
by the Lockwood legislative commit- 
tee through its Chairman, Senator 
Charles C. Lockwood, and its counsel, 
Samuel Untermyer. 

The agreenfent provides for the dis- 
union and the reinstatement of its mem- 
bers in the international union, which 
is affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. G. B. Dioguardia, Pres- 
ident of the independent union, pre- 
sented his resignation, which was ac- 
cepted. The agreement also provides 
for an election in the International La- 
borers’ Union, something which has not 
taken place in eleven years. Provision 
is made for safeguarding the election 
by amendments to the union’s constitu- 
tion, suggested by Mr. Untermyer. . 

At the close of the meeting of the 
Board of Arbitration, on which all fac- 
tions involved in the controversy were 
represented, Mr. Untermyer made public 
a statement in which he said that for 
many years the controversy between the 
International Hod Carriers, Building 
and Common Laborers’ Union of America 
(the d’Allessandro union of the American 
Federation of Labor) on the one hand 
and the ey 1 egg. Bricklayer’s Help- 
ers and Building Laborers of America 
(the Dioguardia ugion) on the other, has 
been a constant threat hanging over the 
entire industry in this State and else- 
where. He said that all efforts to brin 
about a settlement were unavailing unti 
about a week ago, “when the trouble 
thratened a general tieup of the indus- 
try. 


Untermyer Explains Plan. 


Mr. Untermyer worked out a perma- 
nent adjustment plan, which, he said in 
his statement, has received the unan- 
|} mous approval of all interests. The 
plan described by Mr. Untermyer fol- 
lows: 

‘‘Mr, Dioguardia, President of the In- 
dependent Union, has presented his res- 
|ignation for such action as may eb

The failure of the employ- 
ers to make such agreements shall not, 
however, be regarded by the unions as 
reasons for a strike so long as the then

Preliminary arrangéments for~a com- 
plete athletic program tending toward 
elimination contests in. February and 
March ahd corps area champfonship 
contests about May 30, Decoration Day, 
were announced in a circular to all 
army posts in the Second Corps area 
sent out yesterday from Second Corps 
Headquarters, Governors Island.

Track and fieid 
sports include running races in the 
standard distances from 100-yard dash 
to mile run, and three-mile run where 
practicable. Also pole vault, shot-put, 
discuss throw, javelin throw, relay 
races, hurdles and High jump. 

It is proposed to have voth a baseball 
and basketball elimination series with 
a erg coger series for each es ey 
off in the vicinity of New York City. 
Besides the contests among the three 
branches of the army, contests also 
will be held between army and civillan 
teams or contestants in the various 
localities. = 

The funds needed for athletics will be 
money available from recréation funds 
provided “for in the post exchange regu- 
lations and money derived from. admis- 
sion charges.

Toorock Holds Unique Distinction in 
N. Y. U. Athletics. 


When Meyer (‘‘ Chief'’) Toorock re- 
ceived his varsity football insignia at 
New York University, he became the 
only three-létter man on the campus.

Heydier Intimates American 
League Head Has Gone 
Back on His’ Word. 


Baseball circles were still a-flutter yes- 
terday over the action of Ban Johnson, 
President of the American League, in 
calling the annual meeting of his or- 
ganization for Dec. 13 in Chicago in- 
stead of New York. President John A. 
Héydler of the National League added 
his voice to the chortis with the: veiled 
intimation that Johnson had deliberately 
gone back on hls own word when he 
selected Chicago instead of New York, 
thus upsetting Judge Larfidis’s plans for 
& joint meeting here~ on Thursday, 
Dec. 14. 

“*I would never question Johfson’s ac- 
tion*except for~one thing,’’ said Heyd- 
ler. ‘On Oct. 4, during the world’s 
series in this éity, a meeting was held, 
at which Judge Landis, Ban Johnson, 
magnatey of both leagues and myself 
were present. It was an informal gath-. 
ering to discuss several questions’ of 
minor importance. At that meeting it 
Was tacitly agreed that the two major 
league meetings would be held in New 
York on Dec. 12 and 13, with a joint 
meeting to follow on the next day. As 
far as I could tiake ott, all those pres- 
ent at the meeting understood that these 
Were the dates decided upon, and that 
the meetings would be held. here on 
successive days. 

“If such an agreement had not been 
reached informally, I would be the last 
person to criticise ‘SSohnson's decision to 
have his meeting in Chicago this year. 
It is his unquestionable right to select 
the place, and it is Chicago’s turn for 
the meeting this year. However, Judge 
Landis has called his«joint meeting for 
New York on thé i4th, and this arrange- 
ment will have to be changed as a fe- 
sult of Johnrison’s action.”’ 

The National League, of course, will 
not consent_to hold its meeting in Chi- 
cago, but Président Heydler said that 
the magnatés would be willing to attend 
Landis's joint conclave wherever the 
Commissioner decides to hold it. If 
Landis yields to Johnson and calls his 
méeting for Chicago on the 14th, the 


National -League club owners will be 
there.

Iceland WIil Offer Skating Space of 
16,000 Square Feet. 


The Iceland skating rink which was 
recently opened on Fifty-third Street, 
hear Broadway, is one of the most com- 
plete plants of its kind in the East.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec, 4 (Associated 
Press).—With the re-election of Presi- 
dent Thonias J. Hickey for a five-year 
period, the American Association club 
owners held their annual meeting “here 
today preliminary to the opening tomor- 
row of the convention of the National 
Association of .Professional Baseball 
Leagues, which probably will attract 
more than 500 major and minor league 
officials. 

President Hickey was ré-elected with~}, 
out a dissenting vote, and John W. 
Norton, President of the St. Paul Club, 
was unanimously re-elected Vice Presi- 
dent. President Hickey has served the 
association as President for six years 
and has béen identified with organized 
baseball for twenty-one years. 

After the election, the @lub owners 
voted to raise the league waiver price 
from $2,000 to $3,000 with the privilege 
of fecall withdrawn. They also de- 
cided to buy the umpires’ uniforms in 
the future. 

The schedule problem probably will be 
decided ‘when the club oWners convene 
again tomorrow. The 1923 schedule, 
President Hickey said, probably will be 
168 games, With the date of opening 
dependent upon that of the major 
leagues. If the major leagues decided 
to open on April 11, the American Asso- 
ciation will select the same date. 

President Hickey announced that the 
1922 season broke all records for. at- 
tendance,-the eight clubs drawing 1,- 
600,000, The four Western clubs, Kan- 
Sas City, Milwaukee, St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, drew 1,000,000, while Kansas 
City, which finished second, led_ the 
league in attendance with 309,000. This 
was the first time that a club in the 
association drew 300,000. 

|r a! leagué owners ,.and managers 
mingled with the minors all day in 
search of new talent, but no deals were 
made. There is possibility of a deal in- 
volving Catcher Glenn Myatt of the Mil- 
waukee Club, who is regarded as the 
best prospect since the discovery of Ray 
Schalk, the White Sox star.

Senegalese Says He Changed His 
Mind During Third Round—Diagne 
to Push Black Boxer’s Case. 


PARIS, Dec, 4 (Associated Press).— 
Battling Siki, the Senegalese conqueror 
of Georges Carpentier, declared today in 
the presence of Deputy Diagne and two 
witnesses that his fight with Carpentier 
for the light-heavyweight world’s cham- 
pionship had been ‘' framed,’’ but that 
during the fight he had determined to 
be the winner. 

Siki said that once he was in the ring, 
in front of a crowd of 50,000 persons 
and conscious of his own strength, he 
had a revulsion of feeling, despite re- 
minders from hig corner during his min- 
ute’s rest after the third round, and de- 
cided to go in and win. 

Deputy Diagne listened to this, story 
from the deposed black champion, re- 
cently bereft of his title by the Boxing 
Federation, as it was told to newspaper 
men, and said it was exactly the same 
story Siki had related to him, and that 
Siki said he would tell in court. Diagne 
said he had proof of it. This was the 
only reason, the Deputy stated, for his 
agreeing to fight the case of the Sene- 
galese.

Jersey Youngster Knocks Out 
Veteran Bronx Lightweight 
in Qruelling Battle. 


Time took toll of another boxer in the 
arena at Jersey City last night, when 
Willie Jackson, veteran Bronx light- 
weight, was knocked out by Johnnie 
Shugrue, a Jersey youngster, in thé.

but Shugrue landed the punches which 
}counted and which in the end brought 
{him a brilliant victory. 

From the second round on Jackson, in 
the parlance of the ring, was punch 
drunk. Shugrue landed left hooks and 
j} left and right swings to the jaw almost 
at will in this round and by the time 
;the beil rang Jackson was groggy and 
{the crowd knew that it was witnessing 
another drama of the ring. 


Third Round Fiercely Fought. 


Stunned at first by the fierceness of 
his opponent’s attack, Jackson thought 
to meet fire With fire as the third round 
began. He fought furiously as the round 
opened and some of the greatest boxing 
| ever seen in a Jersey ring resulted. For 
a time it seemed that the gameness of

|he tired ever so slightly after two 
rounds of gruelling battling, and in the 
fifth Shugrue sent home a blow which 
all but drove Jackson through the ropes.

MACGUIRE BEATEN 


IN STRAIGHT GAMES} 


Rand’s Decisive Victory in| 


Scratch Squash Tennis 
Tourney a Surprise. 


The field in the annual Fall scratch 
tournament of the National Squash 
Tennis Association was reduced to six- 
teen ‘survivors yesterday afternoon with 
the completion of the second round at 
the Yale Club. The afternoon was not 
without its unexpected happenings. 
William Rand Jr. of the Harvard Club, 
who was a Class B player last season, 
defeated C. J. MacGuire of the Yale 
Club, a veteran in Class’A ranks, in 
straight games, 15—7, 15-8. Rand has 
been playing so. well this season. that 
the surprise occasioned by his victory 
was somewhat tempered. Yet it was 
hardly expected that he could win so 
decisively. Many followers of the 
game were also surprised when Lindsey 
Bradford of the Yale Club downed the 
Columbia Club veteran, Frederick Ss. 
Keeler, in three hardfought games, 
while the victory of H. S. Thorne, D. 
K. B. Club, over Carroll T. Cooney, the 
old Yale football star, was not gener- 
ally anticipated. 

Thomas R. Coward of the. Yale Club, 
the national champion, and the favorite 
to win the current tournament, con- 
tinued along his victorious path, but 
found the obstacles which his clubmate, 
Livingston Platt, placed in his way by 


ho means easy to hurdle. Platt took 
the first game of their match and 
forced the champion to work unusually 
hard the rest of the way. The scores 
in Coward's favor were 10—15, 15—5, 
15—11. 

Coward was off to a slow start, while 
Platt immediately opened fire with the 
eeening. sort of game characteristic of 
him. latt’s straight slams up and 
down the court aced the champion in 
numerous rallies of the opening game. 
He had even more speed than Coward 
was able to command in this opening 
gone. and any player who can outspeed 
he champion is doing considerable trav- 
eling. Platt earned four points before 
Coward won one, The former led at 
4—0, 5—2, 6-3, 8—5 and so on, maintain- 
ing a small advantage all the way. 
Toward the end of the game Coward 
began to reveal his true form, and, by 
the best sort of position play, he ran 
three points and pulled up within hail- 
ing distance. But, on the game ball, 
Coward was -unable to get out of the 
way of a swift smash and Platt won 
at 13—10. 


Coward Strikes Stride. 


All through ,the second game Coward 
played the sort of squash he had flashed 
toward the end of the first, showing ex- 
cellent headwork in playing for position 
and having the deadliest of finishing 
shots always at his disposal. After roll- 
ing up a 3—love advantage at the start, 


Coward ran six points in a single hand 
a few moments later for a lead of 9—2. 
Platt’s smashes were bounding off the 
Yale Club’s exceptionally fast reat wall 
with such speed that they often hit the 


front wall again on the first bound, or} 


without touching the floor, and where 
Coward had been missing these shots in 
the opener, he used them for set-ups in 
the second game. He judged them well, 
waiting for them to come off the wall 
and almost invariably kiHing them. Cow- 
ard ran out the game in thirteen hands, 
finishing with a run of four in his final 
turn at the service for a score of 15—5.

‘ATTACK PLEA OF GIRL 


Federal Judge Reserves Decision 
on Motion, Filed as Mississippi 
Suit Opens. 


OXFORD, Miss., Dec. 4.—Judge BE. R. 
Holmes of the Federal District Court 
reserved decision late today on a de- 
murrer, filed by attorneys representing 
Governor Lee M. Russell, asking that a 
bill of complaint filed against him by 
Miss Frances. Birkhead, his former 
stenographer, ‘asking $100,000 damages 


for alleged seduction, be dismissed. 
one adjourned until tomorrow morn- 
ng. 

Attorneys for the Governor based their 
arguments on grounds of alleged defeets 
in the pleading of the complaint and 
urea that no ground of action existed. 

iss Birkhead’s bill, the demurrer 
stated, declared ‘that she was a single 
woman, well educated, with considerable 
worldly experience, 26 years of age; 
that Governor Russell was a married 
man, while Miss Birkhead was unmar- 
ried, both facts being well known to 
the. plaintiff..at the time that her dec- 
laration was made. Promises to marry, 
either real or feigned, under such ‘eir- 
cumstances, it was urged, were voided 
by public policy, and no-legal action 
could be predicated upon such alleged 
promises. 

The Judge early. in the day overruled 
two .motions. filed by counsel for Goy- 
ernor Russell, which attacked the bill of 
complaint filed for Miss Birkhead. One 
motion asked that the affidavit ac- 
oprepan ying Miss Birkhead’s bill of com- 
plaint be held imsufficient in that no 
provision had been made for defraying 
the costs of the case, The other motion 
alleged that. the bill was defective, in 
that it failed to state that Miss Birk- 
head was a citizen of the United States 
and. of the State of Louisiana.

It. was the second revival of 
this work, the first being at the Capi- 
tol In the week of May 1, 1921, and it 
probably will not be the last. For, 


‘though there has been notable develop- 


ment in the photography of motion pic- 
tures since the Griffith achievement of 
1915, and though Mr, Griffith himself 


has improved on many of the most 
‘otras scenes of the film, ‘‘ The Birth 

er . ar remains a vital, vig- 
orous work, no means eclipsed by ita 
successors, 4 is no longer the best film 
ever made, but it will always be his- 
toric, as a really epoch-making screen 
preon and it will be independently 

teresting as a motion picture for a 
long time te come. 

For one thing, the picture is interesting 
because of its cast. Among those as- 
sembled in this one production are pres- 
ent day stars and directors who could 
not be brought together again under 
any concelvable circumstances. And 
not to be overlooked among those still 
prominent in motion pictures is Rob- 
ert Harron, whose death deprived the 
screen of one of its best players. ‘‘ The 
Birth of a Nation" brings afresh evi- 
dence of this, although he had only a 
minor role in it. The real star of the 
picture, of course, is Henry Walthall, 
whose performance seems as fine as it 
ever did. Lillian Gish, Mae Marsh and 
a number of others will not be over- 
looked, either. 

As a melodrama, then, with an over- 
dose of sentimentality, yet with some- 
thing of genuine sentiment, too, ‘ The 
Birth of a Nation" is a triumphant 
motion picture. But as history, as the 
story of the South in reconsruction, it 
is today as it has always been, a sub- 
ject of controversy, Thomas Dixon, the 
author of the story on which it is based, 
maintains that it is true to the facts of 
history, but that is not the main point. 
Perhaps Mr. Dixon can show that every- 
thing that occurs in it actually occurred 
in South Carolina or somewhere else. 
That does not alter the fact that the 
treatment of the story is such as to in- 
flame passions today. It doesn’t strike 
one as history but rather as an in- 
document born of prejudice 
and an appreciation of its paying possi- 
And the social vaiue of its re- 
vival at the present time is open to 
question—to say the least. 

As if. to remove from the picture the 
taint of racial prejudice, however, 
scenes of the work done at the negro 
school at Hampton, with complimentary 
references to the Hampton and Tuske- 
gee institutes, were shown following the 
exhibition of the Griffith film.

Irregular Reaction in Stocks— 
Bonds Hold Firm, Foreign 
Exchange Goes Higher. 


While the week began in most financial 
and commercial markets with a moder- 
ate downward reaction, the course of 
the leading foreign exchanges was 80 
decidedly upward as to make that mar- 
ket’s movement the conspicuous incident 
of the day. Sterling rose 1% cents fur- 
ther, bringing the rate 8 cents above the 
figure of Nov. 15, the day when this Au- 
tumn’s $100,000,000 interest payment by 
the Britisn Exchequer to our Treasury 
Was completed. 

By way of showing the extent to which 
sterling is leaving behind it not only 
the rates at which it has sold since the 
war, but rates reached in the war itself, 
it is interesting to observe that yester- 
day’s best price, $4.54, was above the 
rate to which sterling went in the Sum- 
mer of 1915. wun Sept. 1 of that year, 
just before the $500,000,000 Anglo-French 
loan was negotiated, sterling touched 
$4.49, It is a fair inference that the 
London market’s international position 
lis now. actually stronger than it has 
been at any time since the first year of 
the war. 


The rise in sterling was not the only 
noteworthy movement on_ yesterday’s 
exchange market. A rapid advance in 
| rates on Italy brought the lira to the 
| highest price since June 15; yesterday’s 
top figure, 5.04 cents, comparing with 
3.8344 reached on Oct. 26, or barely five 
weeks ago. The franc was much slower 
in its recovery yesterday, but the 
Swedish crown crossed 27 cents on the 
rise, for the first time since March, 
1919. Par of Stockholm exchange is 
26% cents; so that Sweden is now added 
to Switzerland and Canada in the lately 
non-existent list of countries in which 
| the rate has stood against New York 
j}and in favor of the foreign market. In 
the case of Canada and Switzerland, 
| gold shipments from New York were the 
| result. It is not impossible that, in the 
| normal economic movement of the com- 
|ing year, some other European countries 
will share in such redistribution of our 
own superfluous gold. 

Prices on the Stock Exchange 
| clined irregularly yesterday; losses be- 
ing mostly fractional but running ito 
one or two points in a number of shares 
which had risen particularly fast last 
week. The day’s reaction seemed -to be 
occasioned about equally by realizing 
sales from speculators who had bought 
at last week’s low prices, and by pro-

Chairman Goodenough, ** Germany's 
power of recovery is such that no In-| 
euperable effort would be needed 
this direction, and practically every- 
thing depends upon her own actions.

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THE COURSEOF TRADE

Philadelphia Reserve Bank on 
Wholesale and Retail: Activities, 
Despite Car Shortage. 


Business ‘conditions are reported by 
the Philadelphia Reserve Bank in, its 
bulletin of Dec. 1, as continuing in 
good shape. Although the rate of im- 
provement was not so rapid in Novem- 
ber as in the two preceding months, 
nevertheless “the situation ‘today ‘a 
perhaps better than at any time since 
recovery began. Both retail and whole- 
sale trade are more active than they 
were a year ago, and manufacturers re- 
port decidedly good business. Some in- 
dustries, it is true, have had a seasonal 
slackening in demand, but in none of 
these has the decline been greater than 
was to be expected. Indeed, many ex- 
press surprise that the demand has not 
fallen off more sharply, as is usual with 
the near approach of the time for tak- 
ing inventories. 

“The textile industries are in strong 
position. Sales are large, but manufac- 
turers are taking precautions to avoid 
any over-production such as would leave 
them with heavy surplus stocks at the 
beginning of the normal January reac- 
tion. Staple cotton goods are in constant 
request, and sales of yarns have been 


heavy. Prices of both yarns and goods 
have advanced, largely as a result of 
the spectacular movement of raw cotton. 
Improvement has occurred also in the 
demand for silk goods, and quotations 
have advanced because of the high level 
at which raw silk prices are being main- 
tained.

MOVEMENT OF COAL 
NEARLY NORMAL 


Railways Pass the Congestion 
Point and Are Almost Up 
With the Demand. 


ANTHRACITE LOADINGS GAIN 


Many of the Eastern Lines Prepare 
to Lift Embargoes—Repair 
Work Helped. 


Although the combined effect of de- 
linquent railway rolling stock, resulting 
from the shopmen’s strike, and heavy 
loadings of general merchandise handi- 
capped the railroads in meeting the 
country’s demands for coal, the car- 
riers have now passéd the congestion 
point and are able to handle the situa- 
tion, according to local traffic execu- 
tives who have been studying traffic 
conditions during the past week. The 
result has been largely accomplished 
by persistently pushing repair schedules 


and by the institution of embargoes, a 
program which has so’ far cleared the 
congested points that many of the east- 
ern companies are taking steps to lift 
their embargoes. 

A review of the coal movement, pub- 
lished in THE New. York Times last 
week, shows that in the third week of 
November the railroads moved an aver- 
age of 33,045 cars of soft coal per day, 
which was considerably in excess of the 
number of cars moved in the second and 
first weeks of the month, and more than 
7,000 cars in excess of the average num- 
be movedp er day in November, 1921.

The average charge for hauling a ton 
of freight one mile in 1865 on the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rallroad 
was 4.1 cents, according to a review of 
transportation costs in the Western ter- 
ritory made with the view of comparing 
the development of rates during the 
period before the present railroad regu- 
lative measures were put in force. In 


1871 the average charge for hauling a 
ton of freight was 2.5 cents; in 1881 
it was 1.7 cents, and in 1891 it was down 
to 1 cent. 

In 1901, the survey showed, it had 
been reduced to .86 cent and in 1916 
it wes only .74 cent, which was the 
low mark. This is compared with a

Borah Offers Amendment Affecting 


Joint Stock Institution., 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—A bill was 
Introduced by Senator Borah to amend 
the Farm Loan act by providing that all 
dividends of Joint Stock Land Banks in 
excess of 6 per cent. shall be paid into 
the Treasury.. Under the amendment 
the profits of stockholders of Joint Stock 
Land Banks will become equivalent to 
the dividends now allowed to stockhold- 
ers of Federal Réserve Banks, 

The amendment applies to Joint St 
Land Banks and not to Federal land 
banks, which are co-operative, the 
stock being owned by borrowing farm- 
ers, 

If the amendment is adopted, it may 


add much revenue as the Joint Stock 
Land Banks are prosperous. Some earn 
as much as 9 to 12 per cent., and siock 
is rated in some instances as high as 
$140 a share. Their securities are x- 
empt from Government taxation and it 
is asserted that because of it they are 
in a position to realize as high as 21 
per cent. 

The Farm Loan Bureau has indicated 
that it is opposed to the tax exemption 
granted to the Joint Stock Land Banks. 
Senator Borah sald today that -his 
amendment was in line with an address 
made by Charles E. Lobdell, Farm Loan

tion of the Joint Stock Land Banks in 
Mr. Lobdell said: 
‘* Your institutions enjoy a subsidy, the 
like of which has never been granted to 
another enterprise under the Stars and 
Stripes.’’
